gasoline lamps, at $i,844 33, and in, anoth 
er part of his' message stfl'ted' tQttt "it 
costs us over three times as much to light 
our street lamps with gas as it does with 
oil." 
We merely refer to this for the 


purpose of correcting the error thptt Mayor 
Priest inadvertently made, 
amrt "quite 


from tbe report of the city council com-« 
mittee on gas! und gaslights, uhdei.jd^atc 
of Fcb HI, 1878, as follows: "We have 
now 113 gas lamps; the expense for gas 
and lighting and repairing them DIM been 
$2",515.•>(), an avt rage of $22.4» per lump. 
We have 01 gasoliuo lamps; the total cost 
of gasoline, fillinf, lighting aud repair- 
ing Jhas been $1,443,(W, an average of 
$15.8irper lamp." 


The cost of gus alone, us tier said com- 


mittee's report, was $1,710.10, or §15,27 
per post. 
A comparison of these figures 


with the table below will convince any 
oue that Decatur is being lighted cheaper 
than any of the cities named therein. 
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DKAINAGE WANTED.—Dwellers in the 


north part of the city, say from North 
street to the city limits, suffer much for 
the want of drainage, mnny of them hav- 
ing water in their cellars for a large share 
of the year, and the trouble cannot be 
easily remedied, for the reason that there 
is no outlet that can b« reached without 
going further than single individuals feel 
able to ditch and tile. At tbe suggestion 
of several who live in the part of the city 
named, we desire to call the attention of 
the aldermen of the second ward to the 
ideujof opening two large ditches, running 
westward, or perhaps in a southwesterly 
direction, through which the water might 
be conducted away. 
With these large 


drains persons living near each other can 
easily club together and make their con- 
nections with the main ditches nt a very 
trifling expense. Or perhaps one main 
ditch, if properly located, would be suffi- 
cient to accommodate the entire portion 
of the city indicated. Drainage of the 
kind spoken of above would also greatly 
improve the streets in that part of the 
city, us all the thoroughfares could be 
drained into the ditch or ditches in ques- 
tion, and thus the deep mud which nearly 
blockades the streets in that section for 
near half the year may be prevented.— 
The suggestion is thrown out at the re- 
quest of several parties living in that 
part of town, with the hope that the al- 
dermen of the second ward may call at- 
tention to it, on behalf of those living 
west of North Main stieet.

THE PROPOSED INCOME TAX. 


The proposition to restore the income

It provides 
for a tax upon all incomes over $2,000, 
the tax to be two per centum on incomes 
not exceeding $5,000, three per centum 
on incomes of more than $3,000 and 
le«s than $10,000, and four per centum 
upon all incomes over $10,000.

( xeniptions and the mode of assessing 
and collecting the tax arc about the 
same six under the old law. 
Banks, 


tiu>t companies, savings banks, insu- 
rance companies lailrruds, canals, tuin- 
inke companies, navigation companies 
and nil similar corporations1, are requir- 
ed to pay a tax of four per centum upon 
their profits, earnings, or dividends. — 
Interest paid to depositors in savings 
banks is not considered dividends.

ficiently taxed to keep our jail prisoners 
in idleness, without adding the herd ol 
penitentiary convicts to the long roll 
idle prisoners,

If every farmer in 
the State would prepare himself to answer 
thc questions of the assessor in relation 
to the acreage of the farm crops under 
cultivation, acreage of special crops, pas- 
lure, woodland, uncultivated hinds, live 
stock, cows for dairy purposes, gross 
weight of cattle, hogs, sheep, etc., raised, 
and other questions that may be contain- 
ed in the list, it would become one of the 
most interestingjind valuable portions of 
the Department's report; in other words, 
it would give annually a complete inven- 
tory of the productive resources of thc

Shortly before 2 o'clock M. Teissereno 


dc Bort, Minister of Commerce, will re- 
ceive in the grand vestibule of the Tro- 
oadero the foreign Frinces'presenton the 
occasion, namely: Prince of Wales, Don 
Francois D' Assise, the Due D' Aosta, 
Prince Frederic, Crown Prince of Den- 
mark, the Prince of Orange, and Duke 
de Lcuchtenberg.

them to the Princes' saloon, he will re- 
ceive the Ambassadors, Foreign

tions, Senators, and Deputies. At 2 
o'clock Marshal MacMahon will arrive, 
escorted by his military household, the 
troops being drawn up all along the 
route from the Elysee.
